1. ATMOSPHERICS: 

-CURRENT TAIPEI MEDIA CONSENSUS IS THAT PRESIDENT FORD'S 
PEKING VISIT STILL ON BUT NO MAJOR "BREAKTHROUGHS" EXPECTED 
INJURIOUS TO ROC. AMONG LATEST REPORTED INDICATORS: 

(1) WIRESERVICE ACCOUNTS SECRETARY KISSINGER'S NOVEMBER 10 
NEWS CONFERENCE COMMENT THAT TRIP "IS ON SCHEDULE " 
PROMINENTLY CARRIED BY ALL MAJOR PAPERS INCLUDING LEADING 
UNITED DAILY NEWS (380,000), INELUENTIAL CHINA TIMES 
(350,000) AND KMT'S OFFICIAL CENTRAL DAILY NEWS (270,000). 

PRESS SECRETARY NESSEN'S AND OTHER WHITE HOUSE OFFICIALS 
ALSO QUOTED SAYING TRIP ANNOUNCEMENT EXPECTED SHORTLY. 

(2) CENTRAL DAILY NEWS WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENT BRICE WANG 
QUOTED WASHINGTON SOURCES SAYING TRIP WILL BE MAINLY SOCIAL 
CALL WITH NO SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS REALIZED, LET ALONE 
"BREAKTHROUGH" IN U.S.-PRC RELATIONS. (3) UNITED DAILY NEWS 
EDITORIAL SAW MINIMAL POSSIBILITY PEKING WITHDRAWING 
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PROMISE OF FORD-MAO MEETING BUT PAPER EXPECTED NO CONCRETE 
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RESULTS. PAPER'S WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENT COMET SHIH QUOTED 
KISSINGER'S NOVEMBER 10 REPLY THAT SIMULTANEOUS ROC AND PRC 
DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS "IMPOSSIBLE." (4) CHINA TIMES 
WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENT HSU PAI-HSIUNG SAW GREAT SIGNIEICANCE

TELLING PRE-DEPARTURE NEWS CONEERENCE FORD'S VISIT WILL
